Next day the Pardoner mounteth up 
into the Pulpi,and beginneth his Sermon,encouraging the peo- 
ple nor to forſake ſuch great goodneſs and indulgence as the 
Holy Pardon contained : and being in the midſt of his Ser- 
mon, the Serjeant came 1n at the Church-Door, and when that 
he had ended his Prayers, he roſe up ſuddenty, and ſaid wi;h 
a loud Voice, Ye honeſt and'godly qr con give car that I may 
tell ye a word or two, and then do whar ye will; Tam come 
hirher i the Company of this Crow - keeper, this Falſifier, 
which now Preacherh, whoſe Pardons are not worth any thing, 
and therefore I would defire-you to be witneſs with me of hs 
falſhood. He having ſaid this, the Pardoner falleth down up- 
on hi: Knees in the —_— holding up his hands and cyes, and 
tooktng up to Heaven, ſ(ajd, O Lord God,unto whom all things 
are manifeſt, -and from whom nothing is hid, rhou knoweR the 
rruth, and how unjuſtly I.am accuſed and ſlandered: As for me, 
I forgive him, however ſome that are here preſent by his words 
.may not be minded to rake this Divine Pardon, bur give cre- 
dir to his wicked words 3 I beſeech thee to ſhew here a Mi- 
racie, and that 1t may be rhus, that if the Pardons whith TI have 
here arc falſe, that this Pulpit may then fink with me as far as 
the depth of ſeven men under the Ground ; If otherwiſe, that 
ke being perſwaded by the Devil, hath fa1d theſe words falſely 
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Popiſh Fopperies. 


twelve thouſand Pardons, in the ViJſages thereabouts, withoux 
Preaching one Sermon; and fo the Pardoner and his Serjeant 
having gotten the filly peoples money, departed away, knaviſh- 
ly dividing what they had cheatingly gotten.

He Regiſter diſcourſing at large the manner of their Oath,

Book in figne of the Trinity, and Catholique ſaith; and 'he other 
two ( to wit, the Thumb and the little Finger ) put downwards 
under the Book, in toben ( forſooth ) of damnation of Body and 
Soul, if they did not depoſe the truth in the matter.
